would be introduced in the Senate by 
a.Republican Senator so as.to answer 
any claim that this was a partisan 
measure. 


Apparently no Republican senator 


was willing to stand sponsor for this 
legislation. If this bill were reported 
by the Assembly cities committee and 
passed by the Assembly by substan- 
tially a party vote, although certain 
Democratic assemblymen would have 
voted against same, the claim would 
undoubtedly be made, which It would
